Their curiosity con- 
cerning the ship was. naturally 
not satisfied by the crew, who 
conceivably, however, suffered 
fome rather anxfous- moments. 

Tho Telegraph's investigations 
led to the discovery that the 
skipper of the Marbella was 
also the master of the ‘Dutch 
schooner Hedwig, . which, in 
December 1980 was stranded and 
Jost on Pratas Shoal.

Mr. Shenton sald in part: You 
have very kindly invited me to- 
day to speak on the work of the 
Institute of Pacific, Retationas, 
which held its fourth  biennfal 
conference at Shanghat recently. 
The first, and second conferences 
were held at Honolulu in 1926 and 
1927, and the third at Kyoto fn 
1929, 


The cenference lasted from the 
21st October to the 4th November, 
but prior to the 21st October the 
International Programme  Com- 
mittee, representative of the vari- 
ous national groups, had met for 
the purpose of dealing, in detail, 
with the programme of subjecta 
for discussion, and to conaider 
varlous matters of research, 


Owing: to the short time at my 
disposal, it Is not possible for me 
to give you more than a short out- 
line of the history of the Institute, 
the work it does, and the way ing 
which it is done, also a lightning 
sketch of my impressions at the
